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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,4-11 and 1 7-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither 
Palanisamy et al. nor Kliman teach a method of analyzing operating characteristics of a 
motor actuated system that includes sensing a current drawn by a motor, identifying a 
predetermined number of brush-switching peaks in the current waveform corresponding 
to a predetermined rotational travel and setting a width of the current waveform, defined 
by the predetermined number of brush-switching peaks, equal to a predetermined 
number of equally spaced increments to normalize the current waveform from the time 
domain to a set of data points defining a waveform in the spatial domain corresponding 
to the predetermined rotational travel of the motor, as shown in claim 1 , or sensing 
current drawn by a motor, analyzing the current waveform to determine a dominant 
frequency band, filtering the current waveform about the band, identifying a 
predetermined number of peaks in the filtered current waveform corresponding to a 
predetermined rotational travel of the motor, defining a width of the unfiltered current . 
waveform using the predetermined number of peaks and setting the defined width of the 
unfiltered current waveform equal to a predetermined number of equally spaced 
increments to normalize the current waveform from the time domain to a set of data 
points defining a waveform in the spatial domain corresponding to the predetermined 
rotational travel of the motor, as shown in claims 20 and 24.
